COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
REPEALING ORDINANCE NO. 72-11, ENTITLED “SPEED 
LIMITS ON SECONDARY ROADS,” CODIFIED IN 
CHAPTER 19, ARTICLE I, SECTION 19-2, OF THE PALM 
BEACH COUNTY CODE, PROVIDING FOR REPEALER; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; 
PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE; AND REPEALING 
RESOLUTION NO. R-71-370 WHICH ACCEPTED 
JURISDICTION OVER ALL EXISTING SPEED LIMITS AND 
RESTRICTIVE SIGNS ON THE SECONDARY ROAD 
SYSTEM AND INCLUDED THE SECONDARY ROAD 
SYSTEM AS PART OF THE COUNTY ROAD SYSTEM 


WHEREAS. the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County, Florida, adopted 
Resolution No. 71-370 and Ordinance No. 72-11 to regulate speed limits, provide signage on 
secondary roads and providing for the secondary road system to become part of the County Road 


System; and 


WHEREAS, Palm Beach County relies on Chapter 316 and 206, Florida Statutes, and the — 


Ordinance No. 72-11 and Resolution No. R-71-370; and 
WHEREAS, it is appropriate to repeal the Speed Limits on Secondary Roads Ordinance and 


Resolution No. R-71-370 because these matters are addressed in Florida Statute 316 and 206 which

remainder of this Ordinance.
